Pick over and wash one-half pound 
of prunes, souk one hour In cold w ater 
and boll until soft.

and add to the prunes.

t cupful of sugar, one inch of cinnamon 
hark, one and one-third cupful* of boil­ 
ing w ater aud sim mer ten m inutes. Di­
